At a time when everyone In America In 
being called upon to contribute to our all- 
out effort to win the war, and blR buslncis 
la being relied upon for unprecedented war 
production. Secretary Ickes whangs a cymbal 
decidedly out of tune with our concept of 
what we are lighting for.
